a third of a million dollars from the 
-state in commissions. It was . for the 
average rats of "$40,000 a year for 
two terms of four years. 
He received 


a salary of $5000 from the county 
at the same time. 


Although he collected $663,239.55 in 


commissions and salary, Mr. Sheehan 
paid no federal income tax. This is 


of this year the state of Pennsylvania 
has lost just $352,236.60 through the 
operation In Philadelphia alone of tho 
commission system. 
. It prevails in every county in the 
state, only Philadelphia" has tho larg- 
est population and pays the largest 
commission, 


•As tv matter of fact, the register of 


wills, (Joes not, as such,, receive - this 
commission, he Is technically known 
as the agent of the commonwealth for 
the collection ol the inheritance tax 
in Philadelphia county. 


Of course It takes a lot of clerks 


and bookkeepers to handle the money 
and keep the accounts straight. The 
Obliging taxpayers pay for. this, the 
clerks in the' register of wills office do 
the work and the county pays their 
salaries, thousands 'of dollars annually 
and the register of wills, the "ngent" 
of the Etate, puts the $40,000 a year 
in his pocket.

If there 
is anything special comes up through 
the week they meet with me by ap- 
pointment.' Eliot says: 'In Eliot the 
Board of Selectment meet, once 
a 


month. for the public but any Impprt- 
ant matter that may arise the chair- 
man calls the board together to discuss 
the matter.' The other six towns held 
each of them from one to four regular 
meetings" a month. The town of Kit- 
tery holds no regular meetngs of its

Castle.

of "West Newbury, Mass.; two grand- 
children and one great grandchild; also 
a sister, Mrs. Oren Caswell of Rye.
